many years ago, but did not return to

Ip the regular 
sessidr.s of that year Mr. Lynne was 
floor leader in many political battles. 
When Henry P. Merritt, of Macon, 
surrendered the speakership to become 
a member of tlte court of appeals and 
Governor Kilby called the special ses­ 
sion of the legislature in 1^20, Mr. 
Lynne was ejected speaker. He served 
as speaker during that session and 
the special session of 1921. 
Chief Justice John 
C. Anderson, 
the oldest member of the supreme 
court in point of service, will be a 
candidate for re-election as chief jus­ 
tice. 
He became a member of the 
supreme court fpr a six-year term in 
1904 and at the end of each term has 
been re-elected, s# He will have com­ 
pleted a service of 20 years at the 
dose of this year. 
Judge Anderson 
bécarhe chief justice of the supreme 
court January 15, 1914, having been 
appointed as the successor of Chief 
Justice James R. Dowdell, resigned. 
In the general election of 1914 he was 
elected justice for the full unexpired 
term of Justice Dowdell and in 1916 
he was agaih elected for a fill term 
of six years*. 7

Judge Anderson has not made for 
irmi announcement of his candidacy 
for rc-clection, but it is understood 
by all persons interested in the politi­ 
cal campaign that he will be a candi 
date. 
Associate Justices Lucien D 
Gardner

whose term# will expire with this 
year, also will be candidates to succeed 
themselves. Insofar as is known, they 
will have no opposition.

Indications also are that the three 
members of the court of appeals-— 
Judges Charles R. Bricken, W’illiam 
H. Samford and Henry P. Merritt— 
will be re-elected for terms of six 
years. .. .
